FROM NEW MEXICO. 


Matters at Santa acral Miuiary Rule— 
The Story of Mary Taylor—Correspondence 
Ofical Documenta—Law and Order in

Santa F's, New Mexico, May 8, 1362. 

Since the reoceupation of the capital by the 
United States authoritics, the military seem 
to bave become jcalous of al! other right of 
governing, though there existe all the usual 
peraphernalia of United States and Territorial 
officials from the highest to the lowest, and 
the city and Terti'ory is perfectly quiet. The 
officer commanding the district issues hie man- 
dates to constables, alcaides, sheriffs, aad 
county judges, as though all alike were in the 
“service.” Even the secretary of the Terri- 
tory recelyved an order to catch s negro and 
put her in the county jail. 

The story of Mary Taylor is as follows: 
Since the repeal of the slave code by the last 
Legislature, “John W. Dunn, Esq.,"’ became 
tbe happy owner of a mulatto girl for the 
sum of sevep bundred dollars, Mr. Dang 
weeps, but ovis, laxury to the 
person of a good looking Mexicaa woman 
who has a xican busband, Dut has lived 
with several Americans. Mary and the 
mistress could not agree, the former alleg- 
ing in ber masters absence, she was 
obtiged to cook for the namerous lovers of the 
tatteg, et all at pight, and received mach 
iii-ueage, As her master is away from home 
moet of the time, she concluded to leave the 
m istresa, and went to nurse a sick free colored 
man, Ube mistress retaining her few effects. 
A few days clapsed and she was waited on by 
a copetable who prodaced s writ, which 
metely stated that she must be putin jail, 
‘because Mr. bas said she cost him 
seven buadred dollars.’
